“The more I read of him. and tho more 
closely I study his cliaracter, the more strongly 
I feel that in mony ways he never was a thought- 
less boy, or knew the pleasures of -being young. 
His earliest portraits strengthen me in this 
conviction.” Thos writes Viscount. Wolseley 
in the Pall Malt Magazine on Napo:con 
Bonaparte’s carly years. . 

“ His shoulders (in 17968) were still narrow 
-and-sloping ; he'was small in stature, with short 
Jegs and generally insignificant in appearance. 
His complexion was of a pale olive colony; his 
dead was Sarge and massive, and his extrome 
thinness caused this to look still. bigger. His 


expression, He bad remarkably- piercing eyes 
of greyish blue, and a big, well-formed nose. 
Long straight looks of very dark and much. 
ciled ckestuut hair hung upon his shoulders, 
after the unkempt fashion of the Republic. 
Care seemed already to have marked him for 
her, own—the result probably of tho misery of 
his ‘schooldays and of the abject poverty be 
subseqnently endured when asubaltern in the 
ormy, Butat the same time it mast have been 
8 faee that would in any country have attracted 
attention from the impress it bore of ability and 
deop thought, His oyes seumed rather to search 
}the thongbts and opinions of those he con- 
versed with, than to reflect what was passing 
through his own brain, He was-a grent play- 
actor (hronghout ihe whole of his eventful life, 
and if he could: not always divine what was 
passing in the minds of those he conversed 
with, he generally contrived, by a well-studied 
manner and the infemse and searching guav ho 
turned upon them, to make them beliove he 
did 50.” : F - 

Not-ihe least interesting portion of Viscount 
Wolseley’s article is that io which Ue attributes 
Napoleon's greatiess to patient plodding :-—* No 
soldier ever applied hims hh nore 10 the science 
of war then he ¢id. He devoted himself to 
history, us from it he, learn: the best and the 
greatest military lessons, and bya careful analy- 
sis of the campaigns of great: commanders ho 
was able to formulate precepte for his own 
guidance. To write about him at oll is attrac- 
tive; and in describing hie commanding genius, 
even the moat sober-minded of historians have 
been: carried away not ovly by the ‘absexbing 
greatness: of their subject, but- also by its 
| aluring witcbery.’ He is often desoribed as a 
* heaven-born leader,’ but I confess to a dis- 
belief in- that species of man. Thoso who hare 
had most experience in war, none more strongly 
than Napoleon, have left it on record that he 
who would command suecesefally spect prepare 
himself for that duty by deep study. Hoe bim- 
belf—war's greatest moster—wrote . that the 
ambitious soldier should read and re-read the 
campaigns of the world’s mostrenowned generals, 
.. . « Napoleow may bave been a heaven: born 
leader, bnt it is certain also that he was.o great 
student of military science and of military 
history. : _ 

“Yn reconuting the names of the eoenerals 
whose campaigns he recommended all officers to 
read, ho left out that of Marlborough. Had he 
wished to recount the names of the great lnmi-: 
naries by, whivh this world is lit, he might 
equally well have ignored the sun. Itis evsy 
to understand why ‘he. should—for personal 
reasons—omit the nameofourrenowned Welling- 
ton; but that he should ignoro. that. of 
Merlborough can. only be accounted for by

OUR NAVAL -WANTS. 


In sn article specially written for the 
Janaary number of the Navy League Journal 
Admiral the Hon. Sir E.:R. Fremuntle, 
G.C.B., C.M.G., deals in. detail.with “ Naval 
Wants.” Sir Edmund approves generally of 
the ‘forward policy of the present Board of 
Admiralty, which, ‘he says, is strennovsly 
battling with the problema placed before them, 
ond. goes on to make a largo number of 
suggestions for the improvement of the 
personnel of the navy, It ssinteresting to note 
that many of the changes urgently recowmended 
by Admiral Fremantle havo already boon 
adopted in tho momoraudam issued s month 
ago by tho Admiralty. We want more 
dockyards, he says, and it would be 
good pulicy to establish o new yard 
in the Hnmber,, or olsewhere in the 
North. Sea, and equip it with . up-to-date. 
machinery. In a former article. Admiral Fro- 
mantle urged a great increase in tho nambor 
of ships, and this he now ronows, asking for 31 


-more-battleships—-and-13?cpnieers,—as- well 88 Admiralty boards aré ae ny and stubble, Hable 


auxiliary repair, distilling, ecaling, and ammu- 
nition vessels, He condemns as extravagant 
the present system of keeping so many first- 


class ships in commission, and so few in reserve, | 


and the same argument is addnced regarding 
the men, Sir Edmund holding that we haye too 
many active service ratings of all classes and too 
fow reserves, and if the prea nt extravagant 
system continues the ca will have to be 
increased by 25,0)0 in the next three years, to 
man all our ships, Sir Edmand pleads for a 
consistent naval policy, whatever party is in 
power, and for more direct responsibility. After 
quoting Weihsiwei as-au instance of Admiralty 
vaoillation, Six Edniund concludes as follows :— 
“ Naval efficiency must mainly depend on the 
Admiralty, which is the head of the service, as 
the officers and men, ships, and dockyards sre 
its limbs; but evan to deol shortly with 
Admiralty reform and organisation would need 
at least a complete article, so I will only direct 
attention to one or two—points. I agroo with 
Lord Charles Bérssford that wo want more 
direct responsibility, and T have never boen able 
to sed why the heads of departments cannot 
make their independent vflicial reports, as is 
done in ‘democratic America, This no doubt 
is an important point, but it pales in importance 
before the necessity for a consistent and 
patriotic policy, Under our system of party 
Government, it is trne, political and financial 
considerations mast somerhat interfere with 
the iatentiona of evens patriotic and far-scoing 
Aduiralty, but what I pload for as the bed-rock 
of naval efficiency is that whatever party is in 
I id whatover the funds‘allotted to the 
exvice, we should keep the same goal in 

ollaw a steady course, : : 
“Lot:me give one or two recent instances of 
our. aberrations, Weihaiwei-isa crucial exam- 
ple of inconsistency. Whon wo took over 
Weibaiwci, it was decided to make it asecondary 
naval base, and Mr. Geschen’s Admiralty 
approved. of its being fortified, but. Lord 
Selborne’s Admiralty. decided that this was 
unnecessary, after some. 90 per cent, of tho 
defences ‘had been completed, Let us compare 
this with German mothods, When they took, 
possession of Kisochau I. know that it would 
prove an expensive luxury if it was to bo deve- 
loped 9 as to make it of any value. Apparently 
they had counted the cost, for last year they 
spént. over £500,000 on theix new acquisitiun. 
Contrast this with our sudden unwillingness 
to-- spend. £50,000 or. £60,000 on Weihni- 
woi, Again, with regard to mercantile cruisers ; 
in 1900-1901. wo voted £65,000, for these 
necessary. auxiliaries, the following year the 
vote was reducod to £6,500, to be again raised to 
the former amonnt this year, and next year, 
‘with the subsidy to Cunards, it will again be 
largely increased. These two instances should 
be enough, but I might refer.to Admiralty 
inconsistency in naval education, which has been 
tinkerod at and altered from time to timo at 
short intervals ever ince I joined the navy.

AN ALARMING WATERSPOUT. ‘ 


Tho following interosting norrative of a recent 
waterspout in Sandaken Bay and ils disastrous . 
results within the precincts of the Saw Mills 
is given by the British North Borneo Heratd of 
the 3rd inst.:—During o heavy downpour of 
rain of 4.30 p.m. on December 16th, a small 
waterspoat.sudden)y appanred out of tho mist 
approaching from a south-ensterly direction.

The 
bridge-awning, Stonchious, and bulwark, 
cought up in the whirlwind, wore scuttered in 
‘ several directions, the canvas awning, scraeng 
and weather-cloth being awisted like rope round 
the mast. A fife-buoy and two or threo hand- 
rails wore carried over to the saw-mill wharf, o 
distance of nearly 200 yards. Quo bide-light 
was thrown to the atern of the vessel and the. 
othor dropped about 5-4 feot ahead of hor? Tha: 
whirlwind pasred within a few feet of the Bulel. 
Jying olongside the mill wharf, and in so doing 
apparently ‘swept some heavy planks from the 
quay into the water, .
